Palace Will Be at ‘I'heir
Visposal.

It Will Be Held in Picture Gal-
leey—"Alexandra Day”
Fund Scandal.

LoxpoNn, Dec. 14 Workmen have
Ppeen busy all week putting the “Court
of Bt. James” in order for the peace
delegates who are to settle the Balkan
war and its vexations questions, Only
a small permanent stafl of servants is
aow kept at Ht. James's Palace, the
state rooms of which are now only used
for levees. All of these will be put at
the disposal of the Balkan peace dele-
gates, including the guard chamber, the
tapestry room, Queen Annc's drawing
room, the ante-drawing room, the
throne room, the picture gullery and
the Armory. All are sumptuously fur-
nlshed. They ware lined with royal
portraits and give the impression of
great richness and splendor.  The state
rooms are connected with doorways,

forming a continuous gallery.

The conference will not take place in
the throne room. but in the picture gal-
lery, which is a magnificent «hamber,
lofty and spacious. The gilded walls
are covered with portraits by Lely,
Reynolda, Kneller, lolbein and Hopp-
ner. Thickly velveted sgettees run round
the room. The mouldings and cor-
nices were designed by Sir Christopher
Uren, °

The last great state function at St
James's was the marriage of the present
King and Queen. The Paluce, however,
ia not without tenants, Mauny officials
of the royal household live there, in-
cluding Lord Knollys, the King's secre-
tary, and Sir Frederlek Ponsonby., It
contains the Lord Chamberlain's office,
The King's chief cook and butler and
the comptroller of the kitchen have
rooms thera and eo have the Yeoman
Guard and the Honorable Corps of Gen-
tlemen at Arms.

Thae task of engaging rooma for the
peace delegates while they are in Lon-
don has been difficult, as the chief hotels
are full and they only managed to ac-
cummodate the delegates by sheltering
other guests elsewhere,

The Balkan embassirs and legations
have been overwhelmed with work pre-
paring for the conference, but the strain
has been greater nowhere than at Scot-
land Yard, officlals of which have had
to arrange to kecp every delegate under
regular and constant surveillance. A

Whispers of an unpleasant scandal
are being heard concerning the fund
collected on “Alexandra Day." It may
be recalled how the day wus ohserved
last seuson when hundreds of soclety
women and others, including many
bearing titles, went about the Etreets
of London as flower girls to sell artl-
ficial wild roses for the benefit of the
London hospitals.  The hospitals tn
which certain amounts were allotted
now compluin that they have not as yet
recelved anything., Some of those whose
own s=taffs of nurses and doctors made
very successful sales of flowers have
applied to have what they themselves
collected, but they have received no roe-
ply from those who were in charge. It
I8 now belng asked why all thls delay
is necossary when the money was col-
lected in cash and there was no ad-
ministrative work bheyond getting the
bills for expenses and distributing the
balance,
